Building  on  Atlantic  Avenue  in  said  North  Hampton  on 
Tuesday,  the  Fourteenth  day  of  March,  1961,  at  one 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon;  Business  meeting  to  begin  at 
7:30  P.M.;  Polls  not  to  close  before  7:30  P.M.;  To  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  one  Selectmen  for  three 
years,  one  Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Col- 
lector of  Taxes,  and  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  II.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  III.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vots  to  au- 
thorize the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  IV.  On  petition  of  Richard  J.  Knowles 
and  fifteen  other  legal  voters  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  accept  as  a  public  highway,  Woodknoll  Drive,  running 
westerly  from  Birch  Road,  turning  northerly,  then  run- 
ning easterly  to  connect  again  to  Birch  Road.  The  total 
length  of  the  road  is  2100  feet,  more  or  less.  The  road 
has  been  approved  by  the  Planning  Board,  Selectmen, 
and  Road  Agent  for  proper  drainage,  grade  and  crown 
and  is  40  feet  wide  and  properly  paved.  This  article  will 
take  effect  immediately. 

ARTICLE  V.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Thirty 
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($130.00)    Dollars  to  install  a  fire  hydrant  on  Sylvan 
Road.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

ARTICLE  VI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Sixty-seven  and  32/100 
($67.32)  Dollars  to  install  a  street  light  on  each  of  the 
followings  streets:  Sylvan  Road,  Meadowfox  Road  and 
Grandview  Terrace.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget 
committee.) 

ARTICLE  VII.  On  petition  of  Mrs.  Edward  Lloyd 
and  nine  other  legal  voters  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  ($1,- 
000.00)  Dollars  to  maintain  and  conduct  a  system  of 
public  recreation  for  the  summer  months,  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  establish  a  recreation  committee 
of  not  less  than  five  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen;  and  to  authorize  the  board  of 
Selectmen  to  delegate  to  the  Community  recreation  com- 
mittee the  power  to  administer  and  supervise  the  ex- 
penditure of  said  sum  appropriated  for  said  program 
and  to  employ  a  playground  supervisor  and  assistants 
and  to  purchase  such  supplies  and  equipment  as  may  be 
needed.  (Not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

ARTICLE  VIII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize and  impower  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  expend 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  $6,000.00  to  have  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Tax  Commission  reassess  the  properties  of 
the  entire  town  should  the  tax  rate  figure  be  more  than 
$80.00.  (Not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

ARTICLE  IX.  On  petition  of  Raymond  O.  Hobbs 
and  ten  other  legal  voters  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  amend  the  NORTH  HAMPTON  ZONING  ORDI- 
NANCE as  adopted  on  September  17,  1946,  and  amended 
on  March  8,  1955  and  March  13,  1956,  by  striking  out 
Section  X,  Lot  Size,  as  now  in  affect,  and  by  substitut- 
ing therefor  the  following: — 

Section  X.  Lot  Size.  No  dwelling,  including  its  acces- 
sory buildings,  shall  hereafter  be  built  or  placed  on  any 
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lot  having  less  than  30,000  square  feet  of  land  and  150 
feet  of  frontage  reserved  for  the  use  of  such  dwelling, 
its  accessory  buildings,  and  the  occupants  thereof,  ex- 
clusive of  land  reserved  or  used  for  any  building  not 
accessory  to  such  dwelling;  provided  that  one  dwelling 
may  be  erected  or  placed  on  a  lot  containing  less  than 
30,000  square  feet  of  land,  but  not  less  than  15,000 
square  feet  of  land,  or  having  a  frontage  of  less  than 
150  feet  but  not  less  than  100  feet,  if  on  or  before  March 
14,  1961,  there  was  no  existing  lawful  building  occupy- 
ing over  thirty  percent  of  the  said  lot,  and  the  said  lot 
was  then  under  single  or  joint  ownership,  or  was  then 
shown  on  a  recorded  plan  of  lots. 

ARTICLE  X.  On  petition  of  Raymond  O.  Hobbs  and 
ten  other  legal  voters  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
amend  the  NORTH  HAMPTON  ZONING  ORDINANCE 
as  adopted  on  September  17,  1946,  and  amended  on 
March  8,  1955  and  March  13,  1956,  and  possibly  also 
under  the  foregoing  article  of  this  warrant,  by  adding 
after  SECTION  XIV  thereof  the  following  new  section : 

Section  XV.  Yards  in  Rural  Zoning  District 

A.  Yards  on  Lot  Lines.  In  the  Rural  Zoning  District 
no  building  or  part  therof  or  structure  of  accessory 
use  shall  be  built  or  placed  within  fifteen  (15)  feet 
of  any  lot  line. 

B.  Yards  on  Highways.  In  the  Rural  Zoning  District 
no  building  or  part  thereof  shall  be  built  or  placed 
within  thirty  (30)  feet  of  any  highway,  provided 
that  no  building  need  be  set  back  more  than  the 
average  of  setbacks  on  the  lots  next  thereto  on  either 
side,  a  vacant  lot  or  a  lot  occupied  by  a  building  set 
back  more  than  thirty  (30)  feet  being  counted  as 
though  occoupied  by  a  building  set  back  thirty  (30) 
feet,  and  provided  further  that  the  Board  of  Zoning 
Inspectors  may  grant  permission  for  the  erection  or 
placing  of  any  building  or  part  thereof  at  such  dis- 
tance less  than  thirty  (30)  feet  from  a  highway  as 
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will  not  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  cause  injury  or 
offense  to  the  neighborhood  under  circumstances 
where  environment  factors  or  geographical  conditions 
such  as  a  slope  or  embankment  make  it  desirable  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  to  place  such  buildings  less 
than  thirty  (30)  feet  from  highway. 
C.  Projections.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  pro- 
jections of  the  steps,  window  sills,  cornices,  belt 
courses,  and  similar  ornamental  features  into  any  re- 
quired yard. 

ARTICLE  XL  To  transact  any  other  business  that 
may  legally  come  before  the  said  meeting.

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Article  5.  George  G.  Carter  moved  that  this  article 
be  passed  as  read.

Article  6.  Martin  W.  Whenal  moved  that  this  article 
be  passed  as  read.    It  was  a  vote. 

Article  7.  Edward  Lloyd  moved  that  this  article  be 
accepted  as  read.  Mr.  Fowler  stated  that  if  this  article 
were  passed,  it  would  have  to  come  under  the  heading  of 
Recreation  in  the  Budget  as  this  expenditure  was  not 
recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.  This  article 
was  voted  by  ballot.  Total  votes  cast :  149 ;  Yes  57,  No 
92.    It  was  not  a  vote. 

Moderator  Leavitt  appointed  Robert  S.  Barber,  J. 
Alan  Chisholm  and  Philip  T.  Boothby  as  tellers  for  the 
evening. 

Article  8.  At  the  request  of  Raymond  J.  Schmitt,  Mr. 
L.  0.  Geoffrion  of  the  Assessors  office  in  Portsmouth 
gave  a  report  on  how  Portsmouth  and  Hampton  had 
solved  the  problem  of  reassessing  property  by  hiring  an 
appraiser  from  a  firm  specializing  in  appraising  property 
and  not  by  the  N.  H.  State  Tax  Commission. 

Raymond  J.  Schmitt  moved  that  the  town  accept  the 
following  amendment  to  Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  authorize  and  impower  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  expend  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $2,500.00  for  the 
purpose  of  reassessing  the  properties  of  the  entire  town. 
This  reassessment  to  be  made  by  an  appraiser  to  be 
selected  by  a  seven  man  committee  composed  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  four  others  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  It  was  seconded.  This  article  was 
voted  by  ballot.  Total  votes  cast:  161;  Yes  150,  No  11. 
It  was  voted  to  accept  Article  8  as  amended.  As  this 
article  was  not  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee, 
Mr.  Fowler  stated  that  the  State  Tax  Commission  had 
ruled  that  if  this  article  were  passed,  this  expenditure 
would  have  to  be  classified  under  the  heading  of  Town 
Officers'  Expenses  in  the  Budget.

Article  2.  Chairman  Barbara  G.  Luther  presented 
the  1961  Budget  as  prepared  by  the  Municipal  Budget 
Committee  including  the  additional  sums  voted  in  Ar- 
ticles 5,  6  and  8. 

Police  Chief  Francis  W.  Harney,  Jr.  asked  the  town  to 
increase  the  Police  Department  appropriation  by  $3,- 
170.00  so  that  the  town  could  purchase  a  police  patrol 
car.  This  was  voted  by  ballot.  Total  votes  cast:  161; 
Yes  61,  No  100.    It  was  not  a  vote. 

Raymond  J.  Schmitt  moved  and  it  was  so  voted  to  see 
if  the  town  would  authorize  and  instruct  its  Selectmen 
to  participate  with  the  Mosquito  Control  Project  on  be- 
half of  the  town  of  North  Hampton  with  other  area 
cities  and  towns  in  the  formation  of  an  insect  (mosquito) 
control  project. 

Raymond  J.  Schmitt  then  moved  that  the  town  au- 
thorize the  expenditure  of  $500.00  toward  the  establish- 
ment of  a  mosquito  control  project  in  the  seacoast  region 
of  our  State  and  that  this  $500.00  be  added  to  the  item 
of  Moth  Extermination  in  the  1961  Budget  pending 
approval  by  the  State  Tax  Commission.  This  article  was 
voted  by  a  show  of  hands.    Yes  78,  No  44.    It  was  a  vote. 

William  P.  Fowler  moved  that  the  town  raise  sums  of 
money  as  set  forth  in  the  1961  Town  Budget  as  presented 
by  the  Budget  Committee,  $78,032.46,  plus  the  total  in- 
crease of  $2,697.32  for  articles  5,  6  and  8,  making  a  total 
of  $80,729.78.    It  was  a  vote. 

Moderator  James  F.  Leavitt  recognized  Fred  C.  Leav- 
itt  who  was  attending  his  sixty-seventh  consecutive 
annual  Town  Meeting.  Mr.  Leavitt  received  a  round  of 
applause  from  the  town's  people. 

Article  9.  Roscoe  Galvin  moved  that  this  article  be 
indefinitely  tabled.    It  was  a  vote. 

Article  10.     Paul  W.  Hobbs  moved  and  it  was  sec- 
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onded  that  Section  XV  A  of  this  article  be  accepted  as 
read. 

Paul  W.  Hobbs  moved  and  it  was  seconded  that  Section 
XV  B  of  this  article  be  accepted  as  read.  It  was  voted  to 
adopt  Article  10  as  read. 

Article  11.  William  P.  Fowler  moved  that  the  Town 
allow  a  five  per  cent  discount  on  taxes  paid  on  or  before 
a  certain  date  designated  by  the  Selectmen.  It  was  a 
vote. 

As  the  committee  which  was  appointed  last  year  to 
look  into  the  matter  of  industrial  development  in  the 
Town  had  no  report  to  make,  Kendall  Chevalier  moved 
that  the  present  five  man  committee  be  discharged  and 
that  a  new  five  member  committee  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen,  and  for  this  new  committee  to  report  at  the 
next  annual  town  meeting.    It  was  a  vote. 

Lewis  Haven  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned 
and  it  was  so  voted. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  10:35  p.m.

Funds  for  such  purpose.  (Not  recommended  by  the 
Budget  Committee.) 

ARTICLE  IX.  On  petition  of  William  P.  Fowler 
and  eleven  other  legal  voters  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  discontinue  the  portion  of  the  abandoned  road- 
way, shown  as  the  "Old  King's  Highway''  in  dotted 
lines  on  the  Town  map,  that  crosses  the  land  formerly 
of  the  late  Felix  Viano,  in  Little  Boar's  Head  District, 
and  the  lands  now  owned  by  Alfred  L.  Viano,  Law- 
rence F.  Viano,  Peter  Swanson,  Lillian  L.  Viano,  and 
Agnes  F.  Viano,  or  any  of  them. 

ARTICLE  X.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  two  addi- 
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tional  members  to  the  Planning  Board,  thereby  increas- 
ing the  total  membership  of  appointed  members  from 
four  to  six. 

ARTICLE  XI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
amend  the  North  Hampton  Zoning  Ordinance  as  adopt- 
ed on  September  17,  1946  and  amended  on  March  8, 
1955;  March  13,  1956;  and  March  14;  1961,  by  adding 
under  Section  IV,  Paragraph  "D",  Prohibited  Use;  a 
new  paragraph  number  six,  which  reads  as  follows : 

6.  A  Public  Tenting  Area,  defined  as  any  land  rented 
for  tenting  and  camping  area  designed  primarily 
for  tourists,  vacationers  and  travelers. 

ARTICLE  XII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
amend  the  North  Hampton  Zoning  Ordinance  as  adopt- 
ed on  September  17,  1946,  and  amended  on  March  8, 
1955  and  March  13,  1956,  by  striking  out  Section  X, 
Lot  Size,  as  now  in  affect,  and  by  substituting  therefor 
the  following  :- 

Section  X.  Lot  Size.  No  dwelling,  including  its 
accessory  buildings,  shall  hereafter  be  built  or  placed 
on  any  lot  having  less  than  21,000  square  feet  of 
land  and  135  feet  of  frontage  reserved  for  the  use  of 
such  dwelling,  its  accessory  buildings  and  the  occu- 
pants thereof,  exclusive  of  land  reserved  or  used  for 
any  building  not  accessory  to  such  dwelling;  pro- 
vided that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  or  placed 
on  a  lot  containing  less  than  21,000  square  feet  of 
land,  but  not  less  than  15,000  square  feet  of  land, 
or  having  a  frontage  of  less  than  135  feet  but  not 
less  than  100  feet,  if  on  or  before  March  13,  1962, 
there  was  no  existing  lawful  building  occupying  over 
thirty  percent  of  the  said  lot,  and  the  said  lot  was 
then  under  single  or  joint  ownership,  or  was  then 
shown  on  a  recorded  plan  of  lots. 
(Recommended  by  the  Planning  Board) 
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ARTICLE  XIII.  To  transact  any  other  business 
that  may  legally  come  before  the  said  meeting.

The  estimated  fire  loss  for  1961  was  $8,025.00  which 
exceeded  1960  by  several  thousand  dollars.  Good  house- 
keeping means  good  fire  protection. 

There  were  14  firemen  who  attended  the  Meadowood 
Fire  School  at  Troy,  N.  H.  sponsored  by  the  N.  H.  Fire 
Chiefs  Club.  This  school  gives  valuable  training  to  the 
firemen  pertaining  to  ladder  work,  oil  fires,  smoke  masks, 
hose  layout,  etc. 

In  the  month  of  August  the  firemen  made  a  canvass  of 
the  town  for  donations  to  purchase  a  new  up-to-date  Dual 
Type  Resuscitator  which  has  been  needed  for  a  long 
time.     The  contributions  exceeded  the  cost  so  the  rest 
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of  the  money  was  used  to  purchase  a  Voice  Horn  to  be 
used  for  lost  persons  and  winter  mittens  for  the  firemen. 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week  in  October  a  fire  drill 
was  held  at  the  school  which  was  very  successful.  A  film 
was  also  shown  to  the  children  of  fire  prevention. 

I  would  like  to  remind  all  persons  that  it  is  unlawful 
to  kindle  any  outside  fires  unless  a  burning  permit  has 
been  granted  to  do  so.  These  permits  are  available  at 
your  Fire  Station  on  request  pending  weather  conditions.

NORTH  HAMPTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


At  the  close  of  1961,  this  department's  records  showed 
an  increase  in  17  of  the  listed  26  calls.  In  the  case  of 
accidents,  a  tremendous  increase  reflects  the  growth  of 
this  town  in  just  one  year,  and  the  added  hazards  we 
must  cope  with.  For  the  coming  year,  this  will  be  a  more 
outstanding  problem  to  be  met  by  this  department,  and 
plans  are  being  laid  out  to  diminish  this  condition  if  the 
proper  facilities  are  provided. 

During  this  past  year,  we  called  many  times  during 
the  year,  in  an  effort  to  compile  an  accurate  listing  of  all 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town.  It  will  be  noted  in  the 
statistics,  we  have  increased  from  1,900  in  the  official 
census  of  1960,  to  2,560  taken  in  December  of  1961. 
There  is  no  letup  at  the  present  time,  and  I  feel  there  will 
be  close  to  3,000  in  the  spring  1962  count.  This  file  is 
current  and  kept  at  the  town  office  for  the  use  of  all 
citizens  and  officials  in  North  Hampton. 

This  department  along  with  interested  citizens  and 
other  town  officials  pressed  for  traffic  control  lights  at 
the  intersection  of  route  1,  and  Atlantic  Ave.  At  the 
present  rate  of  progress,  they  should  be  installed  about 
town  meeting  time.  We  are  aware  of  other  dangerous 
sections  in  town,  and  will  attempt  to  meet  them  during 
this  coming  year. 

With  expansion  so  explosive,  we  shall  attempt  to  ad- 
just our  facilities  to  meet  the  most  pressing  demands, 
and  plan  for  future  improvement  as  it  may  be  needed.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


The  trustees  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  many 
gifts  of  books  and  periodicals  from  individuals  and  or- 
ganizations during  the  past  year.  An  outstanding  gift 
was  the  set  of  the  "Great  Books"  with  the  Syntopican, 
given  by  Mr.  William  0.  Schock.  This  is  an  acquisition 
not  often  to  be  found  in  a  small  library  and  we  are  very 
proud  to  own  it. 

Shelves  were  added  to  the  children's  room  and  the 
lighting  was  improved  throughout  the  building.  Screens 
were  provided  for  two  rooms  and  some  folding  chairs 
were  purchased. 

The  library  again  entered  the  contest,  sponsored  by 
the  State  Library,  for  the  best  observance  of  National 
Library  Week.  Included  in  the  events  were  a  program 
of  book  reviews  by  Mrs.  Marion  Rudkins,  sponsored  by 
the  "Friends"  of  the  library.  There  were  coffee  hours 
sponsored  by  the  Women's  Fellowship  and  Ladies'  Union, 
the  Home  Demonstration  Group,  the  Bush  and  Bud  Gar- 
den Club  and  the  Senior  and  Junior  Women's  Clubs. 
There  was  a  Story  Hour  for  pre-school  children  and  a 
film  program  for  children  of  school  age.  Exhibits  were 
provided  by  the  Girl  Scouts  and  the  Brownies.  A  nature 
contest  for  children  was  conducted  and  prizes  awarded  by 
the  Garden  Club.  North  Hampton  placed  fourth  in  the 
contest  which  meant  an  honorable  mention  and  a  prize, 
a  volume  of  the  "Inaugural  Addresses  of  American  Pres- 
idents." This  was  our  second  consecutive  year  to  receive 
a  book  award  in  the  contest. 

The  "Friends  of  the  Library"  group  was  active 
throughout  the  year.  Members  met  at  least  once  a 
month  to  mend  books,  process  books  for  circulation  and 
work  on  the  picture  file.  A  series  of  story  hours  for 
pre-school  children  was  held,  the  third  annual  tour  of 
Portsmouth  Colonial  Houses  was  conducted  and  three 
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film  programs  for  school  children  were  presented.  Re- 
freshments were  provided  for  an  Open  House  for  chil- 
dren, a  Mid-summer  Open  House  for  the  public  and  a 
"Coffee"  for  the  teachers  of  the  Elementary  School. 

The  Woman's  Club  again  provided  an  outdoor  Christ- 
mas tree  and  a  timer  for  controlling  the  lights  was 
purchased  with  contributions  from  the  Pythian  Sisters, 
the  Garden  Club,  the  "Friends",  the  selectmen  and  the 
library.  Members  of  the  Garden  Club  again  decorated 
the  Library  for  the  Christmas  Season. 

The  librarian  and  trustees  thank  all  who  worked  on 
special  projects  and  those  who  volunteered  to  help  the 
librarian  with  the  clerical  work. 

The  trustees  wish  to  finish  off  a  room  in  the  basement 
for  general  use.  There  is  a  need  for  storage,  a  work 
room,  shelves  for  magazines  and  a  place  to  store  some 
books  which  are  used  infrequently  as  the  stock  room  is 
crowded  to  capacity.  Plans  must  be  considered  for  en- 
larging the  building  in  the  near  future.  The  public  is 
cordially  invited  to  inspect  the  building  with  the  li- 
brarian or  trustees  at  any  time.

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Superintendent's    Report 


To:  School  Board  Members  and  Citizens 
of  Supervisory  Union  No.  21 

The  writer,  in  this,  his  first  report  to  citizens  of  Su- 
pervisory Union  No.  21  is  providing  information  about 
this  Union  with  the  hope  that  it  will  be  of  interest  to 
citizens  and  add  generally  to  the  understanding  of  edu- 
cational organization  within  our  state. 

There  are  seven  elementary  school  districts  and  one 
Cooperative  School  District  in  this  Supervisory  Union. 

In  September  of  1961  there  were  2,688  elementary 
pupils  in  grades  1-8  inclusive  in  the  towns  of  Hampton, 
Hampton  Falls,  New  Castle,  North  Hampton,  Rye,  Sea- 
brook,  and  South  Hampton  and  661  secondary  students 
attending  Winnacunnet  High  School,  Cooperative 
School  District  No.  6,  from  the  towns  of  Hampton, 
Hampton  Falls,  North  Hampton,  and  Seabrook.  It  is 
of  interest  to  note  that  the  total  of  3,349  pupils  exceeds 
the  total  population  of  each  of  the  several  towns  within 
the  union  except  Hampton. 

The  organization  of  school  districts  into  supervisory 
unions  is  required  by  action  of  the  State  Legislature  to 
provide  educational  supervision  and  to  ensure  compli- 
ance with  State  Laws.  The  statutes  require  school  board 
members  within  a  supervisory  union  to  meet  between 
April  1  and  June  1,  annually,  to  choose  a  chairman, 
secretary,  and  treasurer  of  the  supervisory  union.  Also 
at  this  meeting  the  joint  board  nominates  a  superin- 
tendent, if  a  vacancy  exists,  determines  the  superin- 
tendent's salary,  and  conducts  such  other  business  as 
may  be  necessary. 

Before  January  1  the  supervisory  union  board  adopts 
a  budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  which  budget  includes 
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items  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  union.  The 
budget  is  apportioned  to  the  several  participating  dis- 
tricts according  to  a  formula  prescribed  in  the  statutes. 
Each  district  is  required  to  raise  the  apportioned 
amount  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  district. 

Supervisory  Union  No.  21  provides  supervisory  and 
administrative  services  for  178  professional  staff  mem- 
bers, 14  secretaries,  18  custodians,  and  20  cafeteria 
workers.  Bookkeeping  services  are  provided  for  transac- 
tions amounting  to  §1, 791, 126. 00  as  budgeted  for  the 
1961-1962  school  year. 

The  staff  of  your  supervisory  union  office  includes: 
a  teacher  consultant,  an  executive  assistant  to  the  su- 
perintendent, a  bookkeeper  and  two  secretaries.  This 
staff  is  exceptionally  competent,  and  indeed  it  must  be 
to  provide  the  administrative  services  required  for  a 
union  of  this  size. 

Miss  Leota  R.  Whitcomb,  Teacher  Consultant  of  Su- 
pervisory Union  No.  21  is  a  very  able  person.  Her  re- 
sponsibilities are  principally  educational  in  nature.  She 
works  with  individual  teachers  to  improve  instruction 
at  the  elementary  level  and  assists  the  superintendent 
in  many  matters  of  educational  significance.  Curriculum 
(what  we  teach)  and  instruction  (how  we  teach)  are 
constant  concerns  of  any  school  system.  The  why,  when, 
where,  and  who  also  come  under  scrutiny,  but  the  first 
two — content  and  method — are  more  subject  to  change 
as  well  as  subject  to  demands  for  change  by  splinter 
groups.  If  change  is  to  result  in  better  education  there 
must  be  a  study  of  all  factors  involved. 

During  the  school  year  1960-61  a  science  curriculum 
guide  for  grades  7,  8,  and  9  was  completed  and  an  arith- 
metic guide  for  grades  1  through  6  entered  the  final 
editing  stage.  Both  of  these  projects,  begun  under  the 
leadership  of  Superintendent  of  Schools,  C.  M.  Green, 
were  carried  on  over  a  two-year  period  by  committees 
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of  teachers,  working  with  Teacher  Consultant  Whit- 
comb,  and  members  of  the  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation. Each  curriculum  guide  represents  a  thorough 
study  of  methods,  materials,  subject  matter,  and  re- 
search, and  each  guide  attempts  to  present  the  best 
thinking  of  those  participating  in  the  study. 

It  is  a  function  of  the  supervisory  union  office  to  en- 
courage study  which  will  promote  change  and  improve- 
ment in  our  curriculum,  but  to  the  committee  of  teach- 
ers who  devoted  much  outside  time  and  effort  to  this 
work  much  credit  is  due. 

Because  of  these  many  changes  in  curriculum  and  in- 
struction, it  is  important  that  we  keep  abreast  of  the 
best  educational  thinking.  To  this  end  the  Teacher  Con- 
sultant participates  in  many  meetings,  both  within  and 
without  the  Union.  She  frequently  arranges  for  meet- 
ings of  various  staff  groups,  sometimes  to  share  ideas 
within  the  group  and  sometimes  to  bring  in  new  ideas. 
Many  consultants  have  been  invited  to  our  schools  in 
the  past  year — reading  specialists,  consultants  in  math- 
ematics, science,  foreign  languages,  guidance,  testing, 
and  others. 

Through  courses  arranged  by  the  Union  Office, 
teachers  have  had  opportunities  to  learn  more  about 
elementary  school  science,  social  studies,  and  mathe- 
matics, and  about  guidance,  team  learning,  and  audio- 
visual aids.  With  a  large  number  of  teachers  enrolling 
in  these  courses  our  school  system  keeps  alert  and  in- 
formed of  latest  methods  and  materials,  and  choosing 
the  best  from  these,  better  education  is  offered  to  the 
boys  and  girls. 

Miss  Edith  Hammond  has  served  this  union  as  Exec- 
utive Assistant  to  the  Superintendent  for  eight  years. 
School  Board  members  are  well  acquainted  with  the 
high  quality  of  her  work  and  the  many  hours  required 
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to  attend  to  the  business  affairs  of  the  eight  school  dis- 
tricts. She  has  received  national  recognition  and  is 
presently  serving  her  second  year  as  President  of  the 
National  Association  of  Educational  Secretaries,  a  De- 
partment of  the  National  Education  Association.  Above 
and  beyond  the  planning  and  correspondence  involved 
with  such  a  position,  she  has  traveled  from  one  side  of 
the  United  States  to  the  other  twice  within  the  past 
year.  She  attended  the  NAES  Convention  and  Institute 
in  Orgeon  in  July,  and  the  National  Regional  Meeting 
in  California  in  November.  As  President  she  is  fre- 
quently called  upon  as  speaker  at  local  and  state  meet- 
ings of  Educational  Secretaries,  particularly  in  the 
Northeast  area  of  the  country;  attends  NEA  Conven- 
tions as  a  delegate  from  her  Association;  and  partici- 
pates in  the  annual  meeting  of  Presidents  and  Execu- 
tive Secretaries  of  NEA  Departments  which  is  held  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  Her  term  as  President  will  close 
with  the  annual  convention  in  July  to  be  held  in  Em- 
poria, Kansas. 

Miss  Marjorie  Lord  competently  prepares  payroll 
manifests  totaling  approximately  $1,026,300.00  annual- 
ly as  well  as  other  transactions  for  the  eight  school 
districts. 

Two  secretaries,  Mrs.  Jean  Love  joy  and  Mrs.  Judy 
Batchelder  effectively  handle  the  volume  of  correspond- 
ence, reports,  and  general  office  routine,  that  one  finds 
in  a  busy  office.  The  secretarial  work  of  a  union  office 
is  quite  different  from  most  other  offices  and  the  train- 
ing and  experience  these  staff  members  have  acquired 
is  of  considerable  value  to  the  supervisory  union. 

It  may  interest  the  reader  to  study  for  a  moment  the 
chart  provided  below  which  depicts  the  growth  of  the 
several  communities  within  this  school  union.  Please 
notice  the  comparative  figures  for  the  year  1950  and 
the  year  1960.

The  total  population  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  21 
increased  from  9,247  to  14,893 — a  percent  increase  of 
61.1 — while  the  school  population  increased  from  1,580 
pupils  to  3,395 — a  per  cent  increase  of  114.9.  The  total 
population  increase  is  conspicuous,  but  one  may  also 
note  that  pupils  attending  public  schools  make  up  a 
significantly  greater  per  cent  of  the  total  population  in 
1960  than  did  the  pupils  in  1950.  Nearly  one  in  every 
four  of  the  total  population  is  a  public  school  pupil  in 
1960. 

The  citizens  of  these  several  towns  should  indeed  be 
complimented  for  having  provided  the  additional  class- 
rooms, staff  and  materials  required  by  such  rapid 
growth.  Additional  pupils  is  one  reason  for  increased 
cost  for  education. 

It  is  relatively  an  easy  matter  to  show  population 
growth,  but  the  matter  of  improved  quality  of  instruc- 
tion is  far  more  difficult  to  treat  objectively.  One  thing 
is  certain — there  has  been  lively  activity  in  the  "pur- 
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suit  of  excellence"  during  recent  years  and  there  is 
every  indication  that  such  activity  should  continue. 

The  key  to  quality  instruction  is,  as  it  always  has 
been,  a  quality  staff.  One  of  the  most  important  func- 
tions of  the  supervisory  union  office  is  the  recruitment 
and  selection  of  competent  teachers.  Personnel  prac- 
tices must  facilitate  the  retention  of  able  staff  members 
and  provide  for  the  removal  of  ineffective  personnel. 

Much  progress  has  and  is  being  made  toward  im- 
proved quality  of  instruction.  Television  is  being  used 
to  make  superior  teachers  available  to  many  pupils, 
improved  audio-visual  aids  are  used  to  liven  teacher 
presentations,  team  teaching  is  being  tried  as  a  promis- 
ing new  method  of  instruction,  large  group  instruction 
and  team  learning  are  being  used  experimentally  in 
some  schools,  and  increased  guidance  services  to  assist 
students  in  the  selection  of  courses  appropriate  to  their 
capabilities. 

The  writer  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  cooperation 
which  Superintendent  C.  M.  Green  provided  during  the 
transfer  of  administrative  responsibility.  It  is  to  his 
credit  that  the  Supervisory  Union  is  well  organized  and 
that  the  transfer  of  responsibilities  presented  no  un- 
usual difficulties. 

In  the  report  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  acquaint 
citizens  with  the  structure,  functions,  and  staff  of  the 
supervisory  union  office.  The  reader  will  find  informa- 
tion relative  to  developments  within  the  particular 
school  district  in  the  Principal's  report. 

The  writer  is  sincerely  appreciative  of  the  many 
kindnesses  extended  to  him  and  he  pledges  his  best 
efforts  to  the  responsibilities  and  duties  of  this  office.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the 
School  Board  of  North  Hampton : 

In  the  past,  any  pupil  needing  speech  therapy  has 
been  referred  by  me  to  the  Portsmouth  Rehabilitation 
Center.  This  year  we  have  set  up  an  itinerary  speech 
program  within  the  school.  This  is  being  held  weekly 
and  at  the  present  time  we  have  twelve  pupils  who  are 
receiving  speech  therapy. 

All  students  have  been  weighed,  measured  and  given 
eye  screening  tests.  Thirty-six  pupils  were  found  who 
needed  complete  eye  examinations.  All  were  seen  by  an 
eye  specialist  and  the  condition  corrected. 

Hearing  tests  were  done  on  children  in  the  first,  third, 
fifth,  seventh,  and  eighth  grades. 

In  May  a  pre-school  clinic  and  registration  day  was 
held  with  forty-three  boys  and  girls  attending.  Physical 
exams  were  given  these  children  by  the  school  physician, 
Dr.  Charles  B.  Bailey.  Four  found  needing  minor  treat- 
ment by  their  family  doctor. 

Eye  and  ear  screening  tests  were  given  these  children 
and  they  were  also  weighed  and  measured.  Health 
records  were  completed  on  each  child. 

Routine  physicals  were  done  on  pupils  of  the  fourth 
and  seventh  grades  plus  those  who  participated  in  sports. 

Tuberculin  patch  testing  was  offered  all  pupils  in 
first,  fourth,  and  seventh  grades.  Nearly  all  students 
took  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

Vrinalyses  was  conducted  in  the  first,  fourth  and 
seventh  grades. 
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In  June  an  evening  Polio  clinic  was  held  at  the  Fire 
Station  with  one  hundred  and  eighty  persons  receiving 
Salk  vaccine. 

Classrooms  are  visited  weekly  and  health  problems 
are  discussed. 

Two  hundred  forty-eight  home  contacts  were  made 
by  me  during  1961.

STATE  FIRE  REGULATION 

No  person  shall  kindle  a  fire  upon  the  land  of  another  without  permission  from  the 
owner,  agent  or  caretaker  thereof. 

No  person  shall  kindle  a  fire  or  burn  any  material  in  or  near  woodlands,  pasture, 
brush,  sprout,  waste  or  cut  over  lands,  or  where  the  fire  may  be  communicated  to  such 
land,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  the  written  permission  of 
the  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  the  presence  of  the  warden  or  person  designated  to  superin- 
tend such  burning. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  causing  or  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit,  when 
a  permit  is  required  and  also  any  person  by  whose  negligence  or  the  negligence  of  his 
agents  any  fire  shall  be  caused,  is  liable  to  the  town  for  all  expenses  incurred  in  at- 
tending or  extinguishing  such  fire.
